BOAT PEOPLE 一 In Hong Kong, the“floating people” are aboriginals of South China who spend their 
entire lives on colonies of junks, coming ashore only when absolutely necessary. Their boat is their home， 
their playground for the children,， and their source of livelihood. Their food comes from the sea around 


them. 


HONGC KONG BOAT PEOPLE 一 
A LIFETINME AFLOAT 


No one knows how long the boat 
beople have been sailing the China 
Seas. For many centuries the ocean 
has been their cradle, their life and 
their home. Junks and sampans fill 
the harbor and coves around Hong 
Kong . . . massive ocean-going junks 
with sterns high and square as old 
Spanish galleons， riverine junks 
with tall sails to catch the breeze 
above the river banks，tiny squat 
sampans in Which whole families 
live，almost never touching shore. 

In between are the hawker boats， 
theflower, fruit and vegetable boats， 
floating barbers，doctors， priests， 
restaurants, theatres, and finally the 
sombre little coffin boats which 
carry a man to his grave 诅 the earth 
he has spurned all his life， 

The boat people, it is said，count 
the seasons by the bassage of schools 
of fish。 When the yellow croaker 
comes，they know the chrysan- 
themums will gild the distant land- 
scape; So they call it the time of the 
yellow flower fish.， 

Land people never trusted the 
boat people. As eatly as 1729 the 
emperor in Peking issued an edict 
encouraging the Cantonese to treat 
the boat people more kindly.、The 
sea_ gypsies have six toes on each 
foot; their eyes are green and can see 
the dragons in the sea，they can 
swim for miles without tiring and 
dive deep into the ocean，say the 
myths. 

TODDLERS 

The most unnetving first impres- 
Sion at the swarming docks in Aber- 
deen, the most famous colony of the 
boat people, is to see diapered tod- 
dlers hold on to the edge of the 
bulkheads by.their toes, as an older 
brother or sister skillfully propels 
the boat through the water by a 
strange and seemingly Unworkable 
one-oar rowing action. 

Fathers mend nets or prod at 
their diesel engines before heading 
out to fish. And on the poop deck 


squats a pyjamaed grandmother 
nursing steaming rice Over 3a kero- 
Sene Stove. Chickens and dogs and 
cats prowl the waveting decks with 
the sea-legs of an old captain. 
Aberdeen is best visited around 
eight in the morning, to see the fish 
being landed, sorted and auctioned . 
If yoUre lucky you will see a shark 
come in, its fns hacked off and sold 
Separately for the special Cantonese 
delicacy，shark's fn soup. 


At Aberdeen，or Castle Peak，or . 


Yaumati or Shaukiwan or Causeway 
Bay's typhoon shelter，visitors are 
accosted by sampan skippers who 
Ustally start to dicker at US$s for a 
half-hour cruise between and among 
the junks. But 让 you feign indifter- 
ence, yawn and look the other way， 
the price will tumble as low as 
US$1.50 and in a slack time possibly 
even lower. 
TIN HAU 

In most boats you will still fnd a 
shrine to Tin Hau, the patron saint 
of the fishermen,， whose obvious tal- 
ents are a great benefit to sailors. On 
the goddess” birthday operas are 
performed for her，which unless 
played in full view of her image can 
Provoke her anger. On one Ooccasion， 
it is said,， she didn't like the seating 
arrangement，and a leading actor 
dropbped dead on the stage. 

The tiny island of Po Toi in Hong 
Kong has a new temple and jetty 
built to give Tin Hau a permanent 
shrine. It is not known how many 
people live on Po Toi because the 
villagers spend months at a time at 
sea. The Headmaster of the Po Toi 


ischool runs a ferry setvice from 


Aberdeen, about an hour away, on 3 
converted junk. 

Atrip to one of the other islands 
offers a close-up view of the fishing 
people. At Cheung Chau，you can 
watch junk builders at work，oOFr see 
the fishing families haul in their 
catches, salt，string and hang them 
Up to dry. 


Between 1911 and 1961 Hong 
Kong's boat population doubled， 
but the number is now around 
80,000 and declining as more fisher- 
men settle on land, making a_neces- 
sary but overwhelming break im 
their way of life. 

Lai Fook of Castle Peak，fsher- 
man and father of eight，complains 
that the prospects for the future of 
his trade are bleak. The big，well 
equipped deep sea trawlers are too 
Imuch competition for the family 
fishing junks. Mr Lai and his family 
still use hooks and lines,，hoping to 
catchbigger or rarer fish like the ga- 
roupa rather than count on volume 
hauls. 

Still， for many more generations 
the boats will remain a striking part 
of Hong Kong's scenery.“We have 
been offered resettlement .. .but 
living on land seems So strange， and 
most of us still depend on ouUr boats 
for our livelihood. This is all we 
Know,”says Mrs. Lai.

how could contact between the people of our two 
countries have broken off? The people want to have 
contact andq get to know each other.” 


With these wordqs an American career Woman in 
her prime welcomed me to the United States. She was 
with us when the Chinese Journalists” Delegation did 
a sightseeing tour of Manhattan Island on a launch. 


Our thanks are due to our hosts，the American 
society of Newspaper Editors，who made all the ar- 
rangements for us The 21 of us who made up the 
Chinese Journalists” Delegation visited ten cities in 
ejght states，covering some 8,000 miles during a one- 
month trip. We had contact with people of many 
walks of 1life. The reception everywhere Was Warm 
andq we enjoyed the hospitality accordqed us by our 
Annierican friends. 


And yet the journey has been a hurried one. TIhere 
were those we wished .to see but didnt 一 American 
Workers andq other working people. We promised to 
make up for the missed opportunity when we Visit the 
United States next time， 


“What are your impressions of America?” people 
askedq Us scores of times. 


Our Air France airliner touched down:. at New 
York's JE. 玉 ennedy International Airport on May 17. 
Before we had time for a good look at this biggest city 
in the United States， we were o 扩 again on our 
peregrination，landing in another equally _strange city. 
My memories _ are crowded with New York's cotton 
exchange 一 I have only a vague idea of how 让 oper- 
ates 一 with San Franciscos Golden' Gate Bridse 一 I 
don't remember how long it is 一 with farming in the 
United States 一 about which I know next to nothing 一 
and many other things. But one thing stands out，and 
that is the friendship of the American people for the 
Chinese people，which has made a vivid and indelible 
impression on me. 


In our conversations With Americans from various 
circles Whom We were meeting for the first time at 
luncheons，dinners and receptions，dquestions came up 
in rapid succession， _ Questions from our American 


friendqs ranged from the Chinese family to how our 
delegation Was formed，the status of women，acupunc- 
tural anaesthesia，the “May 7” cadqre schools，. . ， 
People shovwed a great interest in China. They wanted 
to know about the new happenings in China and to 
come and see China for themselves。 We met people 
eager to find out how they could make a trip to_ China 
at the earliest date possible. 


During our stay in Boston，we visited Lexington 
and Concord 一 historical sites of the American War of 
Indqdependence， On April 19,， 1775, the people of Lexing- 
ton fired the first shot against the British colonialists， 
proclaiming the start of the War of Independence， 
During our two-hour leisurely stroll in these two towns， 
a _ young man Unknown to us went specially to the 
Great North Bridge to see us He had learnt of our 
arrival in the papers，JIn halting Chinese，he told us he 
was not Very happy at the university. At the Minute 
Man statue, a _ computer programmer rode up to greet us 
on his motor-cycle， He had with him a placard bearinsg 
Chinese characters saying: Welcome to Chinese frienads. 
He had been to China two months ago and when he met 
us，he had an olive green satchel (something Chinese 
students and grown-ups often carry) embroidered with 
the red characters “Serve the People” slung over his 
shoulder， We gathered round him and thankea him for 
his good wishes.
